0 )llege was crowded to the doors 
eveuing when a lecture was (k-llvered by 


P>ederick Moore, of the Victoria Cti«ni- 
cal Works, on that wonderful substance, 
radium. Its eomponeut parts—shown by 
^me most interesting ez(>erlmeDts—and 
its recent discorery by M, and Madame 
Curie of Paris. FVsnee. The lecturer 
was assisted iu his ezpJauntiona, not 
only by wsperlmentH, but by a number of 
splendid iUuatrations. 

Mr. Moore had ai^pareony spared no 
pnlM iu his preparations to giro the 
auilKiice a thorough coooeptiou of the 
subject of bia discourse. The platitRvn, 
covered with chotoicai apparatus, pre¬ 
ened Quite au imposing appearance. 

In introducing bis address he gave the 
brief history of radium, and then pro- 
ot'f^lcd to show, by means of experi- 
mcDtK, how it is extracted from it# ori¬ 
ginal (dements. The speaker <]id not 
talk in scicaitific terms except where it 
was absolutely necessary, and explained 
Ilia nx^nuuig in such simple language 
thrtmghoiit that it was impuasibie to nds- 
uiKleretand. «ome <4 the radium was 
oonfiiusl ill a si>ecial tul>e, ami members 
of the audieiu-o were pemiitttal to come 
forward and inapect a reflet-tioo of their 
own skeleton through the gasbig box. 
Nee(ilesa to say this created quite a aeo- 
satioir. 

When Mr. Moore took his seat he wtt 
aocordwl xiuite an ovation, and on motion 
was extended a hearty rote of fhanka.

The Wind Goil i» also frequently ap¬ 
pealed to.

Turning his canoe in the direction from 
which li© 'wiabes -the wfml to blow, he 
mutters a numlw of wonts of which, by 
til© way. Ire d<*«» not kiiow^e meaning, 
but which have beeu hanilcd down from 
generatiim to generation- as tlie correct 
formula. H© throws overboard one or 
iDore sn.aH articles, such as an old hat, 
• delapidated jack-knife or piece of dry 
halibut, and wnitn for a reai>onae. In 
time the wind probably blows from some 
qanrler, when he considers that his 
prayer hae l>een answered. 

It Is a peculiar fact that although the 
Indmns of Quatsmo are among the old- 
oat tribes on the coast, few of the totem© 
•r© left, and no new ones are being erect¬ 
ed. Hie natives are either too lazy or 
have lost tJie art of good carving. But 
this is only one of a xnauber of customs 
that are paesiiig away. Formerly it woa 
the practice to flatten the heads of the 
hifants by binding them into a wooden 
framework, and strapping a board firmly 
across the foreJiead. Tho skull of the 
Infant being very tender soon yielded to 
the preMure, and the reeuH is seen in 
the case- of most of the old women of 
the tribe, whose foteheail© have a pe¬ 
culiar flat appearance. An excellent ib- 
!a seen kii one of the picture© 
acco^Mying this artist. 

It will also be noticed that the Qnat- 
aino Indian© have not the ^nnclated and 
atarve<I appearance that ia «o often teen 
among the tribe© tif the interior, for the 
reason that it would be impossible for 
famine to prevail where sivOh an abund- 
ssce of game of ail kind© ia to be found 
M on the coast. Deer exists everywhere j 
on the Iskand, and the water© teem with i 
fiah. Pa rtioirlarly aronnd Qnatsioo it 
deer plentiful, the Inidans having been 
known to have hunte<l them for their 
•kins alone, for which th^ received 25 
oeirts each. And the hnmhfe clam can 
be dug on every beach. It does not af¬ 
ford any apwn^ exchement ioj the chase, 
nevertheless'the ftsli form a very hn- 
portant factor iu tire diet of the natives.

Among other Canadian productions 
nmfa not b«* overlooked in the Christmas 
wleotloii Mr. Higgins’s Tlie Mystic 
Kpring, and Father Morice’s book. 
Jhther of these are esj>ecially suitable 
for British C^^umbiuns. and indeed to 
semi to far- .hway frH*ndK. Combined, 
they girt* an idea of the life out here in 
early dayu imposaiblc to realise in other 
wayw. 

Tin re are two recent publications of 
04Hirge Bell & Sons, I.ondoD. of local in¬ 
terest, and iu a way of hioal authorship. 
T1ieK.> are Tlie Hound from the-North, 
by Ridgeweli Culliiin. and A Tramp’s 
N«>te Bm*. by Morley Koberts. The lat¬ 
ter fa most eateitalning. There are 
autobi<rgrnphirnI sketches <»f travel, in 
which the author dem-rilies his trip# 
through various pictunT,que ports of the 
globe. If fa a revelaticitt how he man¬ 
aged it with little or no funds. The 
chujifirs im British Columbia are of 
»pe<*ial interest. The other volume fa 
partly nl»om Jhe Yukon trail. 

Some dainty litt’.- books have been 
espet ially gotten np for the C^risfmas 
trade by WUIhim Briggs, of Toronto. 
Xhese are for the nuwi part b**ok8 of 
verse by young Canadian poets. We are 
certainly a race of p4>«u. Whether we 
are aspiring enough to give our p4*etry- 
to the wnrkl or not’ the fact remains that 
un astonishing quantity of verse is pro- 
dure*l. Much of It as pnhlisheil is above 
tho average, and at all oaenta shows 
poetic feoling. Of these the highest note 
fa sfuck in the poems of J. A. Tucker, 
whose nifdancholy early death all those 
connected wi**h the Vniversily of ’Toronto 
muet unfeignedly deph»re. Ilis verse as 
his journaTlstic writing will live in the 
annals of <’anadian literature. 1 hope to 
speak of it later, and to help a litUe in 
making it better known. These lines on 
Canada cont.ain the germ of his poetic 
art tinged with his own lofty patriotism:
